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The Road From 
1776 to 1955! 


Independence Day 1955. 
What was the road to the one 
of 1776? 

How did they, 
with their cour- 
age, decision, 
will and words, 
shatter into bits 
the  centuries- 
old relation of a 
people to their 
government? 

Under the old 
regime in 
France, for ex- 
ample, control 
of the state was 


in the hands of a feudal and | 


clerical aristocracy. The king 
was the direct representative of 
this group. All important officers 
of state were taken from a nar- 
row class. They held power be- 
cause of birth and position. 
There was no popular consent. 

In England there were differ- 
ences, but there all channels of 
power were in the hands of the 
landed aristocracy. As late as 
1796 Lord Justice Clerk held that 
*‘the landed interest alone has a 
mght to be represented (in gov- 
ernment.)’”’ 

Nondemocratic regimes, wheth- 
er in 18th Century France or 20th 
Century Russia or Spain, are 
elike in this respect. 

What they who wrote the Dec- 
laration of Independence had 
learned was the fact of diversity 
of interest within a community 
and the right of these diverse 
interests to representation. It 
meant a broadening of the base 
of participation in government 
so that the people had a direct 
voice. 


Portent 

When they had written their 
document, and published it, they 
likely were not aware of the full 
portent of their creation. They 
did not dream that soon thrones 
would be shaking and that in all 
of Europe their words would 
burn like a fire. 

They shattered the old frame- 
work of classes and divine rights. 
They opened the path to politi- 
cal power for the general popu- 
lation, or citizenship. The revo- 


lution they began has never | 


ended. 

They proclaimed as an inalien- 
able right that all men be equal 
in opportunity. They put it down, 
too, that every person had a 
right to the pursuit of happiness. 

What they did shocked Europe, 
its kings, statesmen and its 
vested classes. 

But they had staked not mere- 
ly their property but their lives 
on the issue—and there were 
enough men to follow them to 
win a long, hard and bitter war. 

It is important to keep in mind 
that those who came to this 
country from Great Britain 
brought along the gains and 
ideals which had evolved since 
the first revolt of the Barons. 

The American Revolution was 
not, as historians have noted, a 
rebellion against British ideals 
of justice and law. It was a re- 
volt against the perversion of 
those ideals and the abandon- 
ment of them by a foolish king 
and his ministers. 


Parties 

Our political system grew 
naturally out of the Declaration 
of Independence and the Consti- 
tution which followed some years 
later. 

As early as 1676 Virginia saw 
a small farmer rebellion led by 
Nathaniel Bacon against Gov- 
ernor Berkeley and the aristoc- 
racy of the seaboard. Similar 
uprisings occurred in the Caro- 
linas and Georgia. In 1763 
several hundred small farm- 
ers in Pennsylvania actually 
marched against Philadelphia to 
protest control of the colony by 
the propertied people of the 
coastal settlements. 

This continued after the Revo- 
lution. The forces of this con- 
flict produced the American 
political parties. 

There was a sort of destiny in 
it, too. 

In the days of kings and a 
small ruling class, it was easy 
to control serflike farm work- 
ers; the small number of hand- 
craft workers. 

Democracy came into being 
with the steam engine. As the 
basis of consent to government 
was broadened, there developed 
the dynamics of production and 
expanding jobs. That still is 
necessary to our sort of “sys- 
tem.” 

But let us not forget that in 
1776 they rebelled against a 
perversion and an abandonment 
of the ideals of human rights 
and justice.

It was truly a bold and revolutionary 
doctrine. Never before had a people been 
so brash as to declare themselves 
ercign. Never before had they been will- 
ing to assume the responsibility of gov-

the individual would be paramount. 

The American Declaration of Inde- 
pendence has since resulted in a steady 
advancement of mankind toward its goal 
of individual freedom. Indirectly, it has 


been the cause of the gradual breakdown 
of colonialism in all countries. Even the 
reactionary Communist movement has 
had to borrow its slogans, using them 
subtiv to capture the minds of those as- 
piring to the American ideal. 

This American declaration is still the 
greatest revolutionary force existing in 
the world. 


Here at home we at times have seemed 
to retreat from its principles in fear of 
ourselves, of our future and especially of 
communism. We flirt with the tempting 
lures offered by demagogues to surrender 
our freedoms and indulge ourselves in 
McCarthy-like orgies of fear and hate. 


On this, the anniversary of American 
independence, let us attempt to regain the 
spirit that motivated the nation’s found- 
ers. Let us look forward and resolve that 
whatever the hazards, we will preserve 
the honor and dignity of the individual 


and that we shall face every problem 
without fear.

Life in a Shelter Is 
Humid, Hot and Smelly 


A Texas family has emerged after 
three days in an H-bomb shelter with the 
word that life during war, 1955 style, is 


not very pleasant : 

A man, his wife and their two chil- 
dren went underground during the mock 
raid on America staged by Civil De- 
fense officials. For two days after nearly 
everybody else had forgotten sbout the 


raid and gone ebout their business, they 
still were sweating it out. Literal], 
It was hot Gow n there. A (j it was 


humid. The shelter’s most valuable asset 
was a hand pump »borious): 
changed the filtered air. Only by fre- 
quent use of a hand pump could odors 
be kept down and the humidity reduced 
to the point where life was bearable. 
The family ate dehydrated and canned 
foods prepared with the help of canned 
meat. They drank powdered milk. Dis- 


tilled water was used for both drinking 
and washing. The children reportedly ad- 
justed themselves more easily and quick- 
ly to life in the shelter than their elders, 
although all four emerged in fair to mid- 
dling shape. 

These pioneers deserve some sort of 
thanks for carrying out this uncomfort- 
able experiment for the benefit of us all. 
Only one thing detracts from its nobil- 
ity. The event occurred in south Texas, 
where, if memory serves, it is just as hu- 
mid above ground as below in an H-bomb 
shelter.

Wanted: Tax Program 
Removed From Politics 


The Research and Policy Committee 
of the Committee for Economic Develop- 
ment says that any federal tax cuts and 
revisions that may be possible next year 
should be in the planning stage now. The 
committee, which has had considerable 
influence on the nation’s economic think- 
ing for a number of years, says no changes 
should be made for short-run political 
advantages in a campaign year. 

The group is right, of course, but there 
is nothing that can prevent the tax ques- 
tion from becoming a campaign issue next 
year. Both parties will use it and the Re- 
publicans, being in office, are likely to 
have the advantage. 


The committee thinks that tax reduc- 
tions will be possible next year, especially 
if the present level of national income is 
maintained. It recommends that they be 
made in this order of priority: 


“The main emphasis of tax reduction 
in the next year should be on the lowering 
of ‘tax rates on individual income. Rates 
should be reduced in all brackets, but a 
relatively greater reduction should be 
made in those upper bracket rates that 
are seriously interfering with incentives 
to take risks and to work and with the 
supply and mobility of investment funds.” 


In that paragraph is material for doz- 
ens of campaign speeches. Reductions in 
the “upper bracket rates” will bring on a 
real howl, even though as the committee 
points out, most of the dollar benefits 
would go to the lower brackets because of 
the large number of people affected. 

The committee recommended that the 
corporate income and excise tax rates be 
lowered on schedule next year on an ad- 
justed scale, giving priority to individual 
reductions. It also asked that tax conces- 
sions for corporate income from foreign 
sources be permitted to encourage invest- 
ment abroad. 

The group is right in recommending 
that any tax adjustments be planned so as 
to encourage économic stability. But as 
for keeping the question out of politics, 
there’s about as much chance of that as 
escaping taxes altogether.

Feeding the Bears Is 


A Dangerous Business 


A stern edict issued this month by the 


ranger service at Smoky Mountain Na- 
tional Park may be unfair to bears, but it 
is in the direct interest of: tourists. 


The order is for strict enforcement of 
the ban on bear feeding. The tourist who 
insists on breaking the rule will be forced 
to feed the kitty in the U.S. Commis- 
sioner’s Court. 

“We are going to have wholesale 
court here unless people stop feeding the 
bears,” the chief ranger has warned. 

Already this year 12 persons have 
been hurt because they refused to heed 
signs posted in the national park. 

The rangers attribute the high num- 
ber of bites to greater recklessness of the 
tourists and the fact that the bears have 
me bolder and bolder through hav- 
ing been “fed and pampered” for so long. 

That is the way with the bear—the 

black one in the national park or the Red 
one in international politics. 
You can’t fine the mendicant, men- 
acing bears in the Smokies, but you can 
ine the persons who tempt them. It’s 
being done this season. Let Georgians 
who tour the area take warning.

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Camp Safety Patrol 
Starts Fourth Year 


CORDELE—Growing boys eat one-third more 
than men of the U.S. Army, and growing girls 
is Le Beas eat 10 per cent more than growing boys. At 
Camp Safety Patrol, on the shores of Lake Blackshear, where the 


Army does the cooking, the grocery bill is $600 a day. 


This rather unusual: arrange- 
ment of having the Army prepare 
chow for ravenous young Georgia 
campers is only one of Safety 
Patrol’s distinctions. The recre- 
ation directors are on loan from 
the Air Force, and costumes for 
the weekly Water Circus have 
been permanently borrowed from 
a genuine big top. 

Camp Safety Patrol, now in its 
fourth year, is set up to reward 
and to train the youngsters who 
belong to school safety patrols. 
It operates under the State Pa- 
trol's Safety Education Division. 

The 12-week season includes 
nine weeks for boys 8 to 15, two 
weeks for girls and one week for 
boys 16 to 19. They come in 
batches of approximately 350, who 
stay for a busy six days. They 
arrive on Sunday afternoon and 
leave Saturday morning. 

The camp is located at Veter- 
ens Memorial State Park, nine 
miles west of Cordele. The dormi- 
tories, which were built by prison 
labor, string out near the water- 
front — but not too near. There's 
swimming, but it’s in pools — one 
small and shallow for beginners, 
the other regular size. 

The other day, looking at the 
little pool, Capt. C. N. Stevens, 
camp director, said 57 boys start- 
ed out the week as non-swimmers. 
“By the time they go home,” he 
said, ‘45 of them will know how 
to swim.” 

Camp Safety Patrol makes a 
special effort to bring youngsters 
from different parts of the state 
together. One week, for example, 
groups came from southwest, 
northeast and central west Geor- 
gia. 

They're mixed up in the bar- 
racks, too. A boy and one buddy 
may stay in the same building, 


but not all the campers from one 


town. : 


The Third Army furnishes the 
cooks, and what they don’t know 


about feeding youngsters they 
soon learn. The cafeteria can 
serve 400 in 55 minutes. 

Recreation directors come from 
Warner Robins. With State Patrol 
and civilian personnel, the staff 
adds up to 52. 


Capt. Stevens, a small man 
with a sun-burnished complexion, 
said the camp is self-supporting 
and non-profit. The fee is $12.50 
per week per camper, but 90 per 
cent of the youngsters have their 
way paid by home-town organi- 
zations, he said. 

The Veterans of Foreign Wars 
worked hard for establishment of 
the camp and still cooperate in 
promoting it, Captain Stevens 
said. The state VF W commander 
is on the board. 

There are all sorts of sports 
besides swimming, and campers 
can win trophies and ribbons for 
their feats. But what about the 
more serious business of safety? 

They get a dose of it — an hour 
before lunch and an hour after 
lunch every day, Monday through 
Friday. They gather at a pa- 
vilion and; shaded from the mid- 
day sun, they learn about signs 
and signals and traffic regula- 
tions. 

Past campers have made a 
good record on the job at school 
intersections where they are on 
duty. There hasn't been a fatality 


yet on a corner where they 
served. 
Next winter, Capt. and Mrs. 


Stevens — everybody calls her 
‘‘Mama”’’ — will tour the state 
with a “‘train’’ built by the cap- 
tain. The train is now hauling 
campers on sightseeing ours 
around the park. a, 
The train is a colorful, story- 
book-looking affair, but as long as 
it puts over the idea of safety —

‘Imitation of Christ’ 
Published in 1441 


For more than 500 years the little book, ‘‘Imi- 
tation of Christ,’’ has been the favorite devotional 
book of Christians, next to the Bible. 


Today and 


for several days to follow it is my purpose to introduce this book ta 
the readers of this column with the hope that many will purchase 
a copy from their book store and use it in the building of their own 


spiritual life. 

Though it was published in 1441 
it is still the best book on the 
life of a Christian that has yet 
been written. Human nature never 
changes, and what was true 500 
years ago is just as true today. 
Imitation of Christ has a message 
that is needed today. 

In the nearly 20 centuries of 
Christian history, great churches 
have been built in Christ’s name. 
Thousands of people have dedi- 
cated themselves in service to the 
church and to Christ, schools and 
hospitals have been built, whole 
libraries about Christ have been 
written. But,. as Tolstoy pointed 
out, there is one thing which has 
been left undone. And that is to 
live as Christ taught us to live— 
to conform our lives to His life. 

It was Karl Heim who said, 
“What Jesus wants is not ad- 
mirers, but disciples.”’ “Imitation 
of Christ” is a book for those 
who are not satisfied to ‘follow 
Christ afar off,’’ but who long to 
walk with Him. It recognizes 
the weakness of man but doesn’t 
demand the impossible. It says, 
“Thou art a man and not God; 
thou art flesh, not an angel.’’ 

“Imitation of Christ’? was not 
written by any one man but by a 
group of devout scholars who lived 
in Holland and called themselves 
“Brethren of the Common Life.” 
They banded together to encour- 
age one another in the living of a 
more intense Christian life and

they wrote for each other’s in- 
struction and inspiration. Their 
writings were later edited by 
Thomas ’a Kempis for all Chris- 
tians of all time. 


It is not a book to be read 
one time and put aside. Instead, 
like the Bible, it is to be studied, 
meditated upon and prayed over, 
again and again. For example, 
consider this passage on follow- 
ing Christ: “‘He that followth Me 
walketh not in darkness, saith the 
Lord.” 


“These are the words of Christ, 
by which we are taught to imi- 
tate His life and manners, if we 
would be truly enlightened, and 
be delivered from all blindness of 
heart. Let therefore our chief én- 
deavor be to meditate upon the 
life of Christ. : 


“Whosoever would fully and 
feelingly understand the words of 
Christ must endeavor to conform 
his life wholly to the life of 
Christ . . . Surely great words 
dao not make a man holy and 
just; but a virtuous life maketh 
him dear to God.”’ 

Before we go further with this 
Little book tomorrow, I must warn 
you that it is one of the most dis- 
quieting books you can read. It 
will make you mighty dissatisfied 
with yourself but in the end, if 
you stay with it, it can lead you 
to the deepest satisfaction man 
kind has ever known.

Lewd literature has hit the newsstands of 
Atlanta and Georgia with renewed fury now that 
the public drive against the stuff has been re-

Renegotiation Act Extended 
After Vote of Both Houses 


WASHINGTON—lIn the face of 
vigorous opposition from certain 
big business interests, both 
houses of Con- 
gress have 
voted to extend 
the Renegotia- 
tion Act for an- 
other period of 
two years, The 
Act was origi- 
nally adopted 
during World 
War II and was 
designed to re- 
cover, through 
renegoti- 
ation, excessive profits made by 
manufacturers on war and de- 
fense contracts. 

As a result of the law, the 
United States Treasury recov- 
ered the huge sum of $11 billion 
from war contractors, which 
means that the national debt 
would have been increased. by 
that figure without the Act. 

Later, a watered down version 
of the act was again passed after 
the outbreak of the Korean War. 
Renegotiation of contracts under 
this law have already yielded 
the Treasury some $353 million, 
and the total recovery is ex- 
pected to reach at least a bil- 
lion dollars before the renego- 
tiating is completed. The law 
has had a further beneficial ef-

Intergovernmental Relations Committee 
Came in Like Dinosaur---Left Like Lamb 


WASHINGTON—President Eisenh®wer’s com- 
mission on intergovernmental relations came in 
like a dinosaur and went out like a lamb. 

One of the first fruits of 
the Republican triumph in 1952, 
the commission was established 
by the 83rd Congress in early 
1953 at the President’s request. 
In his message asking for it, 
the President said the commis- 
sion was to seek ‘“‘means of 
achieving a sounder relation- 
ship between the federal, state 
and local governments.” 


In his campaign the Presi- 
dent had spoken plainer than 
that. He had promised to cut 


down on big government and return to the states 
duties and responsibilities assumed in Washing- 
ton by the New Deal. 

Two years and three months later the com- 
mission under another chairman, Meyer Kestn- 


baum, has now reported. Its discussions constitute. 


a polite political lecture on federal-state relation- 
ships which can be read with profits by anyone 
interested in that admitted problem. What it defi- 
nitely is not is a blueprint for dismantling the 
governmental structure built up here in 20 years 
of Democratic rule,

Politemen are having trouble these days try- 
ing to keep up with the new colors of automo- 
biles. It's not unusual for the law-enforcement 
officers to receive calls to chase down a fuchsia 
convertible, a robin’s egg blue or lavender sedan 
or a purple-and-green hard-top Riviera.

Congress allowed the law to ex- 
pire last December. But the re- 
joicing was short lived. Under 
the prodding of Sen. Francis 
Case of South Dakota, the White 
House asked for a further exten- 
sion. There was all the more 
reason for keeping the law on 
the books because Congress last 
year wiped out the excess profits 
tax, which left the Renegotiation 
Act as the only means to catch 
up with the greedy profiteers. 

After noting some of the profits 
made on contracts cited by Sen. 
Case, it is amazing that anyone 
should oppose a continuance of 
renegotiation, particularly since 
we are still spending billions on 
defense annually. 

One contractor manufacturing 
electronic connectors and adapt- 
ers for aircraft showed a profit 
of almost $1 million under re- 
negotiable sales just under $2 
million. Sen. Case pointed to the 
hearings to show that this con- 
tractor’s investment in ma- 
chinery and equipment was only 
$14,000 when he began the year 
and only $48,000 at its end. Yet 
on that investment he had a prof- 
it of $1 million for a return of 
778 per cent on the net worth of 
the firm. Under renegotiation 
the contractor was required to 
refund $750,000 of the $1 million 
to the government. 

Another case involved a con- 
tractor producing trailer under- 
carriages and other equipment. 
Sales of approximately $4 mil- 
lion would have given him 45.7 
per cent profit on the business 
and a return of 568 per cent on 
his net worth. Renegotiation 
vielded a refund of $1,100,000 on 
the $4 million worth of procure- 
ment, 

Any number of similar cases 
were cited, with profits varying 
from 300 tc over 700 per cent of 
the net worth of the contractor.

Tobacco is one of the chronic 
causes of irritation in the wind- 
pipe, bronchial tubes and lungs, 
but it isn’t the only one, There 
are many other irritants, includ- 
ing bacteria. 


To show what happens when 
irritation affects a part of the 
body, just recall what occurred 
the last time you peeled an 
onion.

tating volatile oils from the 
onion which affected your nose 
and eyes. 

Again, when you irritate your 
palms, water blisters form, that 
are filled with a clear liquid 
which we might figuratively call 
“tears,”’ too. 

And the same thing occurs 
when you inhale tobacco smoke. 
Your windpipe gets irritated. And 
“‘tears’’ or excess liquid form on 
the wall of that windpipe. 

This extra secretion is some 
what “thick and sticky. During 
the day it is spread somewhat 
evenly all over the lining of the 
windpipe. 

But as soon as you lie down, 
you change from vertical to the 
horizontal.

much like stalactites from the 
top of a cave. 

But this pulling and peeling 
process tickles the cells in the 
wall of the windpipe. 

That’s doubly true because 
those cells that line the windpipe 
are covered with tiny hairs 
(cilia). 

As the thick phlegm or mucus 
is pulled down into stalactite 
drops by the force of gravity, 
you experience almost constant 
tickling. 

So the tobacco user may cough 
until it actually sounds as if he 
does have a bad case. of tu- 
berculosis.

In Use of 


Drugs

We doctors are sometimes peculiar in our behavior: 
we are either too trusting in using a dangerous drug) 
or we are too afraid of a harmless drug. 

For instance: I just saw a man/! 
who said that for the last 6 months 
his doctor had let him take, each) 
day, a good-sized dose of a drug 
which causes toxic symptoms in at 
least one out of four of the patients 
who try it, and makes a number 
of them seriously ill. I would never 
think of taking such a drug my- 
self without watching closely for! 
the first signs of injury to my) 
blood-forming organs. The man I' 
saw happened to be very lucky. 


So many of the people I see 
taking dangerous drugs every 
day without any control of their 
white blood count are not even 
in need of taking anything, be- 
cause their symptoms all 
cleared up some months ago.. I 
could not be hired to do such 
a foolish thing. 


And yet, here is a peculiar quirk, 


of human nature: 


I have) 
read of a few persons whose ar- 
teries were injured by it, but they 
were persons suffering so severely 
from cancer of the liver that they 
were taking the drug at intervals 


all day and every day. 

For years, I have kept in touch 
with a dozen or more patients 
with very severe and almost 
daily migraines.
